HAS NEW PLAN FOR CHINA. 


Would Extend Inte Polt- 
cal Agreement of Powers. 


{BY A. ©. NIGHT WIRE] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Extension of the Chinese consortium or 
its development into a more comprehensive agreement was suggested 
tonight by unofficial Japanese as a suitable and practicable substitute 
for the Anglo-Japanese Alliance. Mutual abrogation of that conven- 
tion by Japan and Great Britain is viewed as a possibility of the con- 


ference. 

It was suggested the consortium 
be developed or merged into a gen- 
eral political agreement among 
the four or five great powers. The 
idea was based, its proponents ex- 
plained, on the contention that any 
definite political agreement as to 
the Far East, including especially 
China, must, during world -recon- 
struction, give way to or be built 
upon economic essentials. 

ECONOMIC RIVALRIES. 

In other words, it is contended 
that keen economic rivalries affect 
political stability and are liable to 
create friction and serious dis- 
putes, necessitating conciliatory 
conferences from time to time. 
This, it is pointed out, coincides 
with President Harding's sugges- 
tion for continued conferences. 

The Chinese four-power con- 
sortium of Oct. 16, 1920, declares 


the national groups composing it 


believe that the interests of the 
Chinese people can best be served 
by co-operative action in procur- 
ing for the Chinese government 
the capital necessary for economic 
reconstruction and improved com- 
munications, 

It is remarked that a particular 
political importance attaches to the 
agreement because the powers were 
able to make fairly definite ar- 
rangements with Japan concerning 
the so-called special interests of 
Japan in South Manchuria and 
Eastern Inner Mongolia.

To reopen her old trade Ger- 
many would have to reorganize 
Russia's railways and other means 
of transportation and exert a cer- 
tain supervision over affairs, as she 
did prior to 1914. 

France has persistently refused 
to agree to British and Italian 
proposals to let Germany “exploit” 
Russia and obtain there the where- 
withal to pay the reparations bill. 
But it is ‘believed that with the 
United States government partici- 
pating and with the soviets promis- 
ing to pay. she would be willing 
to agree to grant Germany a rea- 
sonable field of outlet for her in- 
dustry and effort in Puta. 

TRACED TO RUSSIA. 

Examination of the world finan- 
cial troubles reveals that they all 
can be traced back to Russia's 
elimination. 

Owing to her depreciated ¢ur- 
rency Germany cannot “dump” her 
product in France and England as 
reparations without wrecking in- 
dustries in those countries. Rus- 
sia is her only field to earn the 

mount of the war indemnity she 

as agreed to pay. But she cannot 

éarn it in chaotic Russia. She 
must reorganize the country for 
the soviets and rebuild her old 
markets. 

France cannot pay even the in- 
terest on her debt to the United 
States unless she receives what 
Ruesia owes her and what Germany 
has promised as reparations. Brit- 
ain cannot pay her indebtedness to 
the United States until she re-es- 
tablishes her old volume of trade 
with Germany and Russia. 

NEGOTIATIONS BEGUN. 

Already an Anglo-French group 
is negotiating with Moscow for the 
concession to rehabilitate and op- 
erate the trans-Siberian railway. 
Double-tracking all the way is en- 
visaged. Grading for the second 
track had been practically com- 
pleted when the war broke out in 
1914. Rails and other material 
were dumped in Viadivostok in 1915 
and 1916 and double-tracking pro- 
ceeded rapidly up to the time of 
the Russian revolution. 

The Anglo-French capitalists be- 
lieve that the trans-Siberian rail- 
way would pay handsome divi- 
dends hauling munitions and sup- 
plies to the Far East in event of 
war ‘in the Pacific. 

No naval superiority could 
blockade Japan entirely und cut 
her off from the mainland of Asta. 
The Japan Sea would always be 
kept open for the line of com- 
munication reaching to Europe's 
markets. 


CLOSE DOOR TO JOPOQN. 
That is, if Russia were willing. 


Russia could cut the trans-Siberian 
railway and thus close the last 
door to Japan if the island empire 
were blockaded in the Pacific. 
A friendly ia would give the 
United States an exceedingly valu- 
able counter-weight to the Anglo- 
Japanese interests“ in the Pacific 
which would remain even if 


it is believed. . 

Agreement with Russia would 
give the United States rail com- 
munication across Europe and 
Asia with friendly China and 
thence on to the coal deposits in 
the French colony of Indo-China 
and the naval base at Saigon, if 
necessary. 

The United States could do much 
it is said, to bring about amicable 
and co-operative relations between 
Russia and China for mutual pro- 
tection to the Asiatic empires from 
the Pacific sea-power which they 
regard as their common and logical 
enemy.

Charles H. White, Pioneer 
of City, Dies Here. 


Saw Almost Half Century of 


Service With Road. 


As Agent Set Dollar Rate for 
Round · Trip East. 


Charles H. White, 67 years old, 
a ploneer of Los Angeles and 4 
veteran railroad man of almost 
half a century's service with the 
Southern Pacific, died yesterday at 
his home, 1137 Ingraham street. 

During the forty-eight years he 
was with the Southern Pacific, Mr. 
White made countless friends 
threughout Southern California. 
For the last score of years he had 
been chief clerk et the general pas- 
senger department of the railroad 
in Los Angeles. 

Born in Massachusetts, Mr.

tions is Factor.

PARIS, Dec, 4.—The financial 
situation in France still remains 
tense, being dominated by the in-

Foch Hears Himself Eulogized as Knight of 


Old at Mass in St. Vibiana’s. 


Likening Marshal Foch to the 
knights of old who laid their 
words upon the altar, consecrat- 
ing them to noble purposes. Bish- 
op Cantwell delivered an impres- 
sive oration yesterday morning at 
a low mass in St. Vibiana’s Cathe- 
dral, at which the great leader of 
the Allied armies in the World 
War knelt and bowed his head in 
homage to his Maker. Following 
were the bishop's remarks: 

“It ts told in ancient history 
that the candidate for knicht- 
hood placed his sword on the al- 
tar of some holy sanctuary and 
consecrated it to noble purposes 
by prayer and vigil the long night 
through. A sword so dedicated 
might not be drawn save in the 
defense of widow and of orphan 
in chastisement of perjured faith. 
in vindication of justice and of 
truth. 

“In a later day the world’s le- 
gions went down to ficht tn mod- 
and thought 
the marshalling of 
and in the rain 
and shell alone the 
achievement of victory. All 
did not reason thus. The first gen- 
eral of the age would recall to 
those who battled bv his side a 
memory of the chivalric days and 
a vision of ancient knighthood. 
The leader of the embattled hosts. 
a marshal of gallant France, a 
great Christian layman, believed 
that the things worth while, in war 
no less than in peace, come to us 
from a Providence that shapes our 
ends. He prayed the spirit of wie- 
dom upon the deliberations of his 
council and asked the God of Bat- 
tles to strengthen the arms of his 
soldiers and to grant victory to his 
banners. 

Marshal Foch! We welcome you 
to this holy place. You, by your 
courage. by your eentleness, 


other. You have taught the chil- 
dren of men how to combine loy- 
alty and love strong as death to 
the fatherland with kindly faith 
and tender obedience to the re- 
ligion you confess. You have mod- 
ent ly shown that religion and per- 
sonal piety do not weaken and de- 
base, but elevate and ennoble; 
that religious obedience and true 
patriotism are not incompatible. 
You have taken for your motto in 
life, ‘Pro pro Patria;’ for God 
and Country. You have rendered 
to Caesar the things that are Cae- 
sar’s and to God the things that 
are God's.

Out of the apparent contradiction run- 
ning through the negotiations, therefore, 
one preposition is being established by both 
si¢es—namely. that disarmament without a 
world government to make it effective and 
keep it up to date is utterly futile. 

Japan and the United States might agree 
today to a detailed program for disarma- 
ment Both sides might carry it out faith- 
fully. Meanwhile. some new invention, some 
revolu'ionary discovery, might make the 
entire agreement meaningless or might 
cause it to place one nation at the mercy 
of another. 

Disarmament must not only be relative 
as between nations. but there must be a 
tribunal which can interpret and adjust the 
terms agreed upon. The nations cannot 
call a conference whenever some new chem- 
ical is discovered or some obscure position 
takes on new significance in commerce and 
in military affairs. Assuming that every 
nation honestly vantdd to abide by the 
terms of an agreement, there would stin be 
this urgent necessity for 4 world govern- 
ment to supervise, direct, interpret an‘ give 
life to the agreement iu al) of ite details. 

How much greater would the demand for 
an overgovernment become in case some 
nation or group of nations should decide 
to repeat Germany's attempt against the 
freedom of the world Then there would 


be the need for an international judicial 


system, plus an international police. 

In other words. the question of disarma- 
ment and peace in the Pacific or anywhere 
else in the world comes awiftly back to the 
fact that the primary requisite is not a list 
of signatures on dotted lines. but a power 
ful, recognized and effective government 
whiagh can reach to the uttermost corners 
of the earth and which will be respected 
and feared by all nations. 

Admiral Kato is merely raising sand forts 
when he suggests long discussions of allow- 
ing Japan an increase of 5 per cent In her 
capital ships ratio or when he speaks of 
abolishing a dual alliance ig favor of a 
triple one.

OOCH AND HARMONY. 

We are soon to have a “jazz sonata 
and we can credit American hooch for It. 
At least that is the holiday season message 
from musical critics in Paris. 

The new tonality is not without its mov- 
ing qualities, as was shown when the open- 
ing bars of “The Bull on the Roof,” one of 
the more restrained pieces of this particu- 
lar schoo! of harmony, produced a riot when 
first played before a large audience in the 
French capital. 

The school, by the way, ts a product of 
prohibition, two of its founders being Rus- 
sians who worked out their musical con 
cepts in the delirium which followed the 
abolition of vodka by their government ear- 
ly in the World War. The third “pillar” of 
the group is a Frenchman who drank of 
the hooch of America for several months 
and then returned to Paris to dazzle the 


They use the polytonic style, defining it 
technically as “the simultaneous use of 
chords and counterpoint in four tonalities.” 
Some of the thousands who have heard 
their compositions insist that they have not 
failed to produce some tones which can be 
recognized. 


There is a pretty legend to the effect that 
the school drinks hooch at its formal week- 
ly meetings iu order to preserve that rasp- 
ing, burning note which has made its offer- 
ings famous. However, this is questioned 
by devotees of the cafes. 


One thing is certain. The name of the 
group, which really comprises but three 
persons, is not without significance and is 
a tribute to the magnifying g@pilities of 
whatever they are drinking. They call them. 
selves “The Thirty.” In the olden days 
men were known to see double—with the 
aid of certain stimulants. Cases have been 
reported of reliable witnesses who were 
ready to affirm under oath that they had 
seen four moons simultaneously in the sky. 
But when three hooch devotees solemnly 


with it in Paris, even the most disgruntled 
must admit that prohibition has not been 
entirely a failure. 

One person who heard “The Bull on the 
Roof” rendered in its entirety (a strong po- 
lice detachment being present to guarantee 


the piece) declared that he was convinced 
that a whole herd of bulls was overhead 
and that they might come crashing through 
at any moment. : 

Simflarly, “Monkey Languors” and “Drip 
pings from Homebrew.“ both said by “The 
Thirty” to be biting, or imbibing, satires 
on America under prohibition, have attract- 
ed much attention. 

“The Thirty” claim for their work that it 
“ranges from the harmonies attendant 
upon the collapse of a building to the most 
refined type of satire!” They give full and 
magnified (with emphasis on “magnified”) 
power to all the instruments. Paris, which 
thought that jazz represented the bizarre 
raised to the nth power, ts sald to be en- 
thralied. “The Thirty.” utilizing only three 
transportation tickets, hope te invade this 
country early next year, to take on more 
hooch, more inspiration and—more cash. 

Let the harmonists rage together—a new 
dedlam is at hand!

Mrs. Peet was born in Brooktyn, 
N. T., in 1848, and was the only 
daughter of Marcus and Kebecca 
Spring. Her mother was a mem- 
ber of the Friday Morning Club 
and died here when 100 years old. 
Mre. Peet wae the grand-daughter 
of Arnold Buffum of Rhode Island, 
first president of the New England 
Anti-Slavery Society, organized in 
1832, and was the niece of Eliza- 
beth Buffum Chace, ret president 
of a women's club in this country, 
at Fall River, Mass. Mrs. Peet was 
married three times — to the late 
James Steele MacKaye of New 
York, T. L. Johns of San Francisco 
and to Dr. Gilead Peet, who was 
at the head of an American ambu- 
lance service unit in Paris during 
the Franco-Prussian War. She 
leaves several children.

There were 868,637,385 chickens 
on farme in the United States on 
Jan. 1, 1920, ag against 280,340, 
867 chickens three months old or 
more April 16, 1910. Inasmuch a» 
many chickens are slaughtered and 
marketed each year between Jan- 
vary 1 and April 15, comparison is 
dificult. The actual increase if 
there was any probably corre- 
sponds with that in egg production 
—5.2 per cent. In actwality the 
growth of fowl population does not 
keep pace with that of human be- 
ings. No wonder eggs and fried 
chicken come high. 

Iowa leads. with 27,746,510, with 
Illinois, Missouri, Ohio and Texas 
far behind.— [Beaumont Jour- 
nal.
